Charter school expected 
to open doors this fall

Four Romulus City Council 
members visited a charter 
school in Jackson on Monday 
and later voted that it had no 
control over such a facility 
opening in Romulus this fall. 

Thus Jeff C. Poole, vice 
president for marketing of Na- 
tional Heritage Academies, 
told the media after the coun- 
cil meeting that the original 
K-5th grade school is planning 
to open this fall for about 350 
students — the same day as Ro- 
mulus Schools open. 

Each year after this an addi- 
tional grade would be added to 
the school (with about another 
100 students) until it reaches a 
K-8th grade level, Poole said. 

It also was announced that 
the school -- which is char- 
tered through Grand Valley 
State University -- will cost 
about $4 million in construc- 
tion costs, 

The elementary school will 
be known as Metro Charter 
Academy and will be located 
on 11.47 acres of property on 
Ecorse Road between Wayne 
and Henry Ruff roads. 

The academy group already 
operates 22 such elementary 
schools — 20 of them in Michi- 
gan and two in North Carolina.

While six candidates ap- 
pear on the Republican Presi- 
dential ballot -- only three 
remain as live candidates. 
They are Tex. Gov. George

sador Alan Keyes. 

The only Democratic Party 
candidate listed on the ballot 
is ironically Lyndon H.

Romulus Democrats will be 
voting in caucus on March 11 at 
the Dozier Recreation Center 
in Inkster on whether Michi- 
gan should support Vice Presi- 
dent Albert Gore or former 
N.J. Sen.

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Wayne County ruling stresses the 
“community” in community college 


Last Friday, Wayne County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Amy Hathaway 
ruled the Henry Ford Community 
College’s (HFCC) attempt to build 
and operate a career and techni- 
cal center in Woodhaven, Mich., 
four miles south of Wayne County 
Community College District’s 
Downriver Campus is unlawful. 

Based on a motion by the col- 
lege for declaratory judgment, the 
judge’s ruling went further in the 
decision that the Dearborn-based 
community college could not op- 
erate outside of its defined school 
district. 

WCCCD filed suit in Wayne 
County Circuit Court shortly after 
public notice of a $6 million 
award from the then Michigan 
Jobs Commission to HFCC to con- 
struct a career-technical center in 
WCCCD?s district. WCCCD serves 
an area composed of 32 cities and 
townships in Wayne County, ex- 
cluding Highland Park, Dearborn, 
Livonia, Garden City and parts of 
Canton Township. 

At the time that WCCCD filed 
the suit, former Western Campus 
(Belleville) Provost Paul Loeber 
said if HFCC were permitted to 
deviate from their district, the 
outcome would be “the end of the 
community college system as we 
know it” 

Current Provost Marjorie Oliv- 
er agreed, adding such a decision 
would have had serious implica- 
tions for the Belleville campus, as 
well as WCCCD’s downriver cam- 
pus. 

The college, led by Chancellor 
Curtis L. Ivery based its case on 
the Michigan Community College 
Act of 1965 which governs the ac- 
tivities of all 28 community col- 
leges in the state. The Act con- 
strains community colleges from 
constructing and operating voca- 
tional-technical centers outside 
their own service area. The deter- 
mination of HFCC to build such a 
facility was viewed as a clear and 
intentional violation of the public 
act 

The awarding of this grant 
made news as the first attempt in 
the nation by a community col- 
lege to encroach upon the sover- 
eign territory of a neighboring in-

As part of the 
Dearborn School System, officials 
stated that they were not a com- 
munity college as defined by 
statute and therefore not limited 
to operating within their district. 

In her ruling, Judge Hathaway 
made clear that whether as a 
community college or as a public 
school system, HFCC could not 
operate outside of their school 
district. 

Ivery stated, “The judge’s deci- 
sion supports our contention all 
along that HFCC could not build 
and operate within our district. 
This case has national implica- 
tions and impacts how we make 
the most efficient use of public re- 
sources in this state. Judge Hath- 
away has sustained the intent of 


the legislature when the Commu- 
nity College Act was passed and 
in its revisions since 1965. Based 
on the merits of the case, we were 
confident that a decision in our 
favor would be reached.” 

But not so fast, said Oliver. She 
said the precedent-setting case 
certainly upheld the current laws, 
but added HFCC could appeal 
the ruling. 


When asked what happens 
now, Ivery remarked, “Now is a 
time for us to gd forward, working 
together with Henry Ford Com- 
munity College to do what this 
community asks of us. To educate 
students, train skilled workers, 
and provide opportunities for all 
in our region. Our Downriver 
Campus is the third largest in our 
system with the potential to grow. 
We will do our best to make that 
happen.”

We knew it would come to this. Inkster Schools is 
faced with a decision. Charter schools have decimat- 
ed the once proud school district. Only ten years ago 
there were 3000 students attending Inkster Schools. 
Now there are less than half of that and a defi- 


cit of 1.9 million dollars. 


Frankly, we expected Governor Engler to step in 
long before this. Like he did in Detroit, we thought 
Engler might hand over the schools to former mayor, 
Ed Bivens. When it didn’t happen, we kind of expect- 
ed Wayne-Westland would be actively pursuing an- 

- nexation or merger. That has happened. 
= Butnow faced with the likelihood of those two op- 
. tions, Inkster School Board members have inge- 
» niously come up with a third. They plan to lease 
~ their school district to a school management compa- 
» ny, most likely the former Detroit School Superinten- 
= dent Debbie McGriff’s Edison Project. 
If all the i’s are dotted and the t’s crossed, this 
= would be the first time in the State of Michigan, that 
= an entire school district has been leased to a private 
’ concern. Actually it has happened only once in the 
entire country. That was 1993-97, when the 60,000 stu- 
dent Minneapolis school district was run privately. 
But in order to save their identity, Inkster has little 


choice but to do just this. 


In exchange for getting the opportunity to operate 
the school district the Edison Project has guaran- 
teed to pay off the $1.9 million debt and promises 
each student their own laptop computer that they 
can use at home.

With more than 17,000 regis- 
tered voters signed up for the Feb. 
22 primary vote — Romulus city of- 
ficials need to spread out a large 
and vocal welcome mat at local 
precincts to win an impressive 
approval for five rather uncontro- 
versial charter issues. 

While the city of Romulus un- 
doubtedly is saving money by at- 
taching their charter questions to 
a basically GOP Presidential Pri- 
mary -- some council members 
are nervous about how that will 
affect the potential turnout next 
Tuesday. 

After losing a previous battle 
on a city recreation facility, coun- 
cil members became more con- 
cerned when no one ap- 
peared at a special 6:30 p.m. 
“chat session” on Monday. 

Thus elected officials are won- 
dering if the public cares — and if 
they will bother to vote on the city 
issues if they don’t care who wins 
the GOP contest. 

The first four charter change 
proposals on the printed ballot 
deal mostly with outdated dollar 
amounts dealing with city con- 
tracts — and are simply raising the 
1970 dollar levels to the new Year 
2000 rates, according to city offi- 
cials. 

The fifth proposal if approved 
by voters would “eliminate the re-

quirement that all bids be accom- 
panied by a bond amounting to 
five percent of the bid and be re- 
placed with a provision that re- 
quires all contracts for public im- 
provements to be accompanied 
by a performance and material 
bond in the amount of the con- 
tract.” 

Eliminating the bid bond is be- 
ing supported by all seven council 
members -- with Councilman 
William Crova being the most vo- 
cal on the issue. 

“Bid bonds are costing the city 
of Romulus money,” Crova insists 
— as many potential bidders are 
not doing so because of the cost of 
tying up company money. 

Meanwhile Romulus Republi- 
cans are being asked to support 
any of the three “live” presiden- 
tial candidates: namely Texas 
Gov. George Bush, Arizona Sen. 
John McCain or former U.S. Am- 
bassador Alan Keyes. 

Three original candidates -- 
Gary Bauer, Steve Forbes and Or- 
rin Hatch — will still be on the bal- 


lot, but have already dropped out 
of the presidential battle. 

With low voter support to date 
Keyes is also a possible dropout 
prior to the Feb. 22 Primary date 
here. 

The only Democrat on the bal- 
lot that day will be Lyndon 
LaRouche Jr. 

Donald Trump also is on the 
primary ballot, but has dropped 
out of the contest as a Reform 
Party presidential candidate. 

The real test for state Democ- 
rats favoring either Vice Presi- 
dent Al Gore or former New Jer- 
sey Sen. Bill Bradley will come at 
state caucuses on March 11. 

Next Tuesday night poll watch- 
ers will be pontificating no matter 
what the results locally or 
statewide. 

One major possibility for local 
Democrats — is similar to the buy 
one...get one free concept. They 
can stop by and vote on the char- 
ter issues and also vote in the 
GOP contest (as a Republican for 
a day). They can even embarrass 
Gov. John Engler if they want and 
vote for McCain. 

Then they can go to the Dozier 
Recreation Center on March 11 
and vote for their favorite Democ- 
ratic presidential candidate.

People get government they 


If you believe in “majority 
rule” (the central tenet in a 
“democracy’”) then the maxim 
holds true, “the people get the 
government they deserve.” 

Our founding fathers consid- 
ered “democracy” as a form of 
government and rejected it as ul- 
timately one of the worst. Their 
objection to “democracy” was 
that a temporary majority could 
vote away the rights of minori- 
ties. 

Instead, they gave us a consti- 
tutional republic in which un- 
alienable rights were spelled out 
(in the Bill of Rights) which gov- 
ernment at any level could not 
take away regardless of the wish- 
es of a tyrannical, if temporary, 
majority. The laws were to apply 
to everyone, including the politi- 
cians and lawmakers. 





Unfortunately, we are living at 
a time in which we are danger- 
ously close to becoming a democ- 
racy. At all levels of government 
we see politicians trampling on 
the peoples’ rights, ignoring laws 
as if they don’t apply to them- 
selves, and generally claiming 
unlimited power simply because 
they got a majority of the vote in 
the last election. 

The firing of the City Clerk in 
Westland, Michigan, by a newly 


elected majority in the City 
Council, is a prime example of 
this arrogance of power It is gen- 
erally believed the firing was in 
retaliation for the City Clerk’s 
whistle blowing on the use of city 
assets for political campaign pur- 
poses by two of the incumbent 
council candidates. If that is true 
(the use of city property) it is not 
only a violation of campaign 
laws, it is a violation of the City 
charter (Section 4.18) and also 
constitutes misappropriation 
(embezzlement) of city property, 
Other laws may have been vio- 
lated in the process of retaliating 
against the City Clerk; the state’s 
Open Meetings Act and the City 
Charter requirement (Section 
7.1) that all official council ac- 
tions be done either by resolu- 
tion or ordinance. Either action 
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Honor students Niraj Patel 
and Nick Stonerook were the lat- 
est victims of Plymouth-Canton 
Community Schools’ “zero toler- 
ance” policy. 

_ The Board of Education.per- 
manently suspended the pair for 
buying and sharing some ferment- 
ed spirits during the National 
Honor Society’s recent excursion 
to Chicago. 

With one swipe of the pen, the 
board wiped out the two students’ 
years of scholastic excellence and 
participation in school activities. 

Under the district's “zero toler- 
ance” policy, high school students 
sharing beer, booze, or a glass of 
wine are subject to expulsion, 
which is a little worse than per- 
manent suspension because ex- 
pelled students have great diffi- 
culty enrolling in other schools, 
while other schools accept sus- 
pended students. 

In a previous column, I pointed 
out that “zero tolerance” polic- 
ing had been abandoned by its 
creator, former New York City Po- 
lice Chief William Bratton, be- 
cause it harmed too many inno- 
cent citizens. (Bratton prefers se- 
lective enforcement, which tar- 
gets the bad guys, not the good guys, 
such as honor students. Using se- 
lective enforcement, Boston po- 
lice reduced crime at an aston- 
ishingly fast rate, significantly 
brought down the number of po- 
lice brutality charges, and dimin- 
ished expensive court-ordered 
payoffs to victims of “zero toler- 
ance.”

curity guard have revealed

must be taken in an open meet- 
ing. The clerk was suspended 
and her keys were taken away 
before the council had taken any 
official action. Unless there is an 
ordinance that gives the council 
president the authority to take 
unilateral action against the

In other times, these viola- 
tions of law and public trust 
would have been considered 
misconduct in office, grounds for 
immediate removal from office. 
No recall election would have 
been necessary. But then the per- 
petrators got a majority vote in 
the last election, didn’t they? Wel- 
come to democracy in action. 
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trict’s “zero tolerance” policy is 
not only ineffective but hypocriti- 
cal: The district doesn’t apply “ze- 
ro tolerance” to employees. 

Though throwing the book at 
two honor students for drinking, 
at worse a victimless crime, it ig- 
nored former security guard Ter- 
ry Barnhart’s 1994 conviction for 
a violent crime, assaulting an 
Adrian woman in 1994. 

That was 100 percent tolerated 
by the district. 

“We knew about the 1994 mis- 
demeanor, We discussed the is- 
sue with the employee and we in- 
vestigated it and learned it was a 
scuffle between two men. His 
record showed no previous con- 
victions,” explained new Superin- 
tendent Kathryn Booher, who had 
nothing to do with the hiring, de- 
spite her use of the pronoun “we.” 

Subsequently, the 35th District 
Court put him on probation for 
prowling. 

That appears to have also been 
100 percent tolerated by the dis- 
trict, though Booher, who was 
running Berkely schools at the 
time, said, “We were not notified 
of the 1999 issue.” 

Meanwhile, according to state- 
ments by witnesses, two years ago 
Barnhart befriended some 15- 
year-old girls at the Plymouth- 
Canton Educational Park, let 
them smoke on school grounds 
and let them leave the campus for 
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lunch. Soon Barnhart was wel- 
coming the girls to his Geddes 
Road home, according to witness- 
es. At the home, he spent time 
with a 15-year-old girl in his bed- 
room, resulting in-a rape.charge 
that Barnhart’s lawyer denies. 

Obviously the district: would 
not have hired Barnhart under a 
inclusively applied “zero toler- 
ance” policy. 

But under the district’s double 
standard, the district welcomed 
Barnhart. 

“We are thorough in our hiring 
process,” said Booher. “This indi- 
vidual underwent psychological 
testing, and a comprehensive 
background check.” 

If an individual convicted of a 
violent crime can be hired after a 
psychological test and back- 
ground check, why can’t two Na- 
tional Honor Society students 
who shared their booze be psy- 
chologically tested, given a back- 
ground check, and reinstated in 
school? 

I'd prefer that the district fol- 
lows Chief Bratton’s lead and 
drops “zero tolerance” policies, 
but that’s probabiy not in the 
cards with the present board. 

However, it’s possible that the 
board can stop tolerating the hir- 
ing of people convicted of violent 
crimes to guard or teach or coun- 
sel students. If the board is deter- 
mined to hire ex-convicts, hire 
them to make sandwiches or ring 
the bells. 

Also, since the district’s policy 
of hiring people convicted of 
crimes has been exposed, the dis- 
trict needs to quickly update the 
public about any convicted felons 
currently working with students.

governments 

block tax reform 
To the Editor: 


Every homeowner in Michi- 
gan has a constitutional right 
to have his or her house as- 
sessed for property tax pur- 
poses at an amount not to 
exceed 50% of fair market 
value. This same constitu- 
tional safeguard applies to 
business property owners. For 
over 20 years, the Michigan 
Chamber of Commerce has 
been a leader in Michigan’s 
tax limitation effort, fighting 
for tax relief for individuals 
and job providers. The pur- 
pose of this letter is to alert 
your readers to recent and 
troubling developments in 
southeast Michigan that 
threaten a fundamental princi- 
-ple of tax fairness for all prop- 
erty owners. 

In Michigan, both real prop- 
erty (land and buildings) and 
personal property (business 
equipment, machinery, and 
furnishings) are subject to the 
property tax. For over 30 years 
state government allowed lo- 
cal assessors to use increas- 
ingly out-of-state depreciation 
tables to set the value of per- 
sonal property. This practice 
resulted in the widespread 
over-assessment of business 
property in violation of the 
State Constitution. 

In 1997, state government 
started a process to right this 
wrong. The Governor and the 
Legislature agreed to spend 
$600,000 to allow the State Tax 
Commission to hire a 
nationally-recognized consult- 
ing firm to study the problem 
and recommend an entirely 
new set of depreciation tables 
for all business personal prop- 
erty. Both business and local 
government had the oppor- 
tunity to participate in the 
property tax reform process 
conducted by the State Tax 
Commission. The reform pro- 
cess was fair, open, the subject 
of many public meetings, anda 
focus of legislative oversight. 
At. the local level, assessors 
and taxpayers also had the op- 
portunity to participate in the 
process. 

In December 1999, Wayne 
County Executive Ed 
McNamara and some other lo- 
cal politicians decided to use 
tax dollars to file a frivolous 
lawsuit in Wayne County Cir- 
cuit Court. The lawsuit asks 
the court to issue an injunction 
to prevent the State Tax Com- 
mission from using new depre- 
ciation tables that would 
result in more fair and accu- 
rate property tax assessments 
for gas and electric utility com- 
panies. For 106 years, Section 
114 of the General Property 
Tax Act has clearly stated, “No 
injunction shall issue to stay 
the proceedings for assess- 
ment or collection of taxes un- 
der this act.” This wasteful 
lawsuit is a classic example of 
taxpayer-funded lawsuit 
abuse. These county officials 
are obviously more concerned 
about maintaining current 
levels of property tax revenue 
than in complying with consti- 
tutional and statutory stan- 
dards for property taxation. 

This effort to block property 
tax reform must. be stopped 
now, before it spreads. Today, 
it’s energy companies that are 
being over-assessed. Tomor- 
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row, it will be other busi- 
nesses. If state government 
allows business property 
owners to be taxed unfairly, 
homeowners may be next.

Michigan has 


health care deficit 
To the Editor: 


An average of three hospi- 
tals close their doors in Michi- 
gan every year. The state has 
120 federally-designated 
“health profession shortage” 
areas - where medical services 
are difficult or impossible to 
access. Doctors and children’s 
advocates even have gone to 
court charging that the state 
has failed to meet it’s respon- 
sibility to fund health services 
for 800,000 low-income kids. 

The health care situation in 
Michigan is bad and growing 
worse-even though the state is 
enjoying record prosperity 
and a $405 million budget sur- 
plus. 

We have a world class 
health care system in Michi- 
gan that is withering on the 
vine. Our health care system is 
not healthy. It is a sick patient 
badly in need of a cure. 

Our House Democratic 
Health Task Force found that 
community hospitals are los- 
ing millions of dollars each 
year, primarily because the re- 
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imbursement rate for Medi- 
caid services has not been 
increased since 1991. These fi- 
nancial losses have led to 
thousands of job cuts, reduc- 
tion or elimination of outpa- 
tient services, and hospital 
closures. 

What we’re seeing in Michi- 
gan is an entire health care 
system sliding slowly into 
bankruptcy. If the state and 
federal governments don’t pay 
the bills they owe our health 
providers, hospitals and physi- 
cians have no choice but to cut 
services across the board - and 
not just for the poor. 

The task force also focused 
on access to health care - find- 
ing that health insurance is the 
single most important factor in 
determining whether or not 
people gain access. 

Uninsured adults rarely 
seek preventive services like 
physical exams or cancer 
screenings, and end up seek- 
ing costly emergency room ser- 
vices when they get desperate. 
Lack of insurance is especially 
hard on our kids. More than 90 
percent of Detroit’s children 
are either Medicaid eligible or 
uninsured. 

To address the problem of 
uninsured children, the state 
must do a better job of imple- 
menting two of its own initia- 
tives - MIChild and School 
Based Health Centers. MIC- 
hild has enrolled only 10,000 of 
about 150,000 eligible chil- 
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dren. And the Michigan De- 
partment of Community 
Health has opened only 22 of 
its planned 100 school based 
health centers. 


The task force also focused 
on the cost of prescription 
drugs and its effect on health 
insurance costs. The United 
States has the highest pre- 
scription drug prices in the 
world, with the most popular 
medications costing up to four 
times as much in the U.S. as 
they do in other industrialized 
nations. With taxpayers financ- 
ing the prescription drug costs 
of low-income people served 
by Medicaid, the task force 
recommends that the state 
seek cooperative partnerships 
with other states to pool public 
resources in order to finance 
prescription costs more effec- 
tively. 


Finally, the task force ex- 
plored the crisis situations 
surrounding dental and oral 
health care for lower-income 
families. 


If we want out children to 
be healthy and our 
families to be secure heading 
into the future, then we need 
to repair our health care sys- 
tem while prosperity gives us 
the opportunity.
